stops, The Japan however, has only 
a contracted speed of 18 knots on the 
measured mile and 16 knots on @ saa 
trip, while the new Empress steamers 
are designed for a speed of 20 knots 
per hour.

their coxtinuance in His favor under 
that Covenant by reviving it every 
year on the tenth dav of the seventh 
mouth, the Day of Atonement. On 
that Daz the year of their favor and 
relationship to God terminated. 

Before looking for the antitype, let 
us understand the type. The sacrifice 
for sins oceurred on the Day of Atone- 
inert, and consisted of two parts; 
first, a bullock was slain and its 
blecd sprinkled in ‘he Most Holy, 
and through it Atonement offered for 
the sins of the priestly tribe only; 
then the high priest took his second- 
ary offering, a consecrated goat, and 
treated it as he haf treated the bul- 
lock. And its*blood subsequently was 
sprinkled in the Most Holy. “on be- 
half of all the people,” al} the» re- 
maining tribes of Isruel. 

“Why were these . animals killed? 
What lis the thought which lies _be- 
hind this death of an animal? What 
Iésson did God wish to teach in type? 
The condemnation on the Israelites 
for the violation of the Mosaic Law 
Was noi a seutence to eternal torment, 
nor to Purgatory, but a death sen- 
tence. This is cleayly stated. By 
Divine commandment the people were 
called up between Mt. Ebal and Mt. 
Gerizim, and God's Law was read in 
their hearing. Certair, blessings were 
reid, which were to be the rewards 
of obedienee. Contrariwise, curses 
were rend, which were to be the 
enalty for violation of that Lew. 
rhe curses .elated to death, sickness 
and disease. 

These condemnations on Israel for 
failure to keep God’s Law given at 
s.: agree perfectly with ths con- 

emination imposed vyon Adam and, 
throug him, upon his race, for fail- 
ure to obey the Divine Law originally 
ivenwhich was written in his heart, 
ris character, when bh» was @ perfect 
man in the image of God. Hence 
Israe} under the Law Covenant was 
merely condemned afresh to death— 
not to eternal tormert, nor to Pur- 
gatory. 

Then, as Israel typified the world, 
the Atonement Day was arranged for 
them as it will be on a larger, grander 
scale applicable to thein and to all of 
Adum’s race eventually. The death 
of the two animals, the bullock and 
the goat, specially consecrated by the 
priest, effected a covering for the 
sins of the people for another year, 
while they tried afresh to demonstrate 
their loyalty to God and his ri hte- 
ousness by obedience to the Law; 
but only failure could and did result: 
“By the deeds of the Law shall no 
man be justified in God’s sight,” he- 
enuse all flesh is imperfect, weak, de- 
generate. ; - 

Thus year by year continuously for 
over sixteen Eiudred years the Is- 
raclites kept up their attempt to 
gain Divine favor by obedipnee to the 
terms of their Law Covenant. And 
ear by year they failed afresh, until 
ae came to be the antitypical 
Priest, in order that He might even- 
tually become the antisypical King of 
Israel and the world. His priestly 
office was  cessary to ay the foun- 
dation for His kingly office, As a 
King he could not uplift to perfection 
Adam. and ‘is. multitudinous race 
contrary to the Divine sentence of 
death Which rested upon all, because 
all a2 sinners. It was necessary, 
therefore, that, in order to become the 
Measianic King, Jesus must first be 
the Redesmer of men. He must first 
provide the sacrifice for sins, Then, 
applying it to the satisaoction of Jus- 
tice, afterward, by virtue of tue right 
and author'ty thus secured, He. could 
undertake the uplifting and blessing 
of ell mankind. 

The great lessons taught by Israel's 
experiences of more than sixteen een- 
turies were:

(2) That sinner cam sustify 
self.

® Heavenly Judge could not do so 
without infracting the prineiples of 

own Government; fo. it is 
tigkt to impose a death sentence as 
@ penalty for sin, and to allow that 
sentence to be in effect for four thous- 
and years before Christ, and to allow 
pur entire race to suffer under it for 


that time, would it not be unjust to. 


sfterwards institute a change, set 
aside the Law, «he Curse, the penalty 
fer sin? Surely we all agree to this! 
Some, howover, will say, Burely God 
mever made such a penalty. Wh 
thould He make a penalty whi 
would caus, the death of His Son, or 
the death of anybody, to eradicate it, 
to set it aside? We answer that God 
fid make such a penalty; for it is 
manifest that our entire race is a@ 
lying one, which has been under the 
Reign of Sin and Death for Six Great 
Days of a thousand years each. More- 
over, the Bible declares that God 
pronounced the penalty—inflicted the 
death penalty as we have it—for the 
very purpose and object of the death 
of His Son, that thus He might give 
tvidence, Loth to angels and to men, 
that His Law is inviolable, but that 
His Justice is fully equaled by His 


ve. 

If the Jewish Law gave a hint that 
& sacrificial death would be necessay 
for the cancellation of human sin, it 

gave a hint thatthe death of 
bulls and of goats was not sufficient 
for tho cancellation of human sin; 
beeause the sacrifices of the Jewish 
Atonement Day merely covered sin 
for one year, and did not actually 
cancel it at all. 

The sacrificé was of a proper kind— 
a life—but the life was not of euffi- 
cient value. Why? Because the Law 
of Justice would not be satisfied to 
accept the death of a bullock and of 
a goat as the equivalent for the for- 
teited life of Father Adam. If an 
a’ 1 had sinned and been condemn- 
Ra to death, only the. death of an 


angel of the same grade and state. 


would have constituted a full offset 
or Ransom for his life; because the 
very meaning <f the word Ransom is 
anti-lutron—a corresponding price. 

So neither could an angel’s death 
redeen. a man, because it would not 
be the giving of a price to correspond. 
Neither could our Redeemer, in His 
pre-human condition, as the, Logos, 
the Word, have given His life for 
Father Adam and the race, beeause 
that would not have been a ecorres- 
ponding priee—a Ransom-price (Greek 
—anti-lutron). To redeem Father 
Adam required the death of a man— 
and nothing more, nothing less, would 
do. Therefore it was that the Bon of 
God left the glory which Me had with 
the Father as the Logos and was 
made flesh, and became The Man 
Christ Jesus, ‘“‘thet He, by the grace 
of God, might taste death for every 
man.” 

In harmony with ihis, St. Paul 
writes to Timothy (1. Timothy ii, 5, 
6) that The Man Christ Jesus gave 
Himself a Ransom for all. Thus the 
Aposile again declares,.“‘As by a man 
(Adam) came death (not eternal tor- 
ment), by a man also (Christ) comes 
the resurrection of the dead; for as 
all in Adam die, even so all in Christ 
shall be made alive.”—I, Corinthians 
xv, 21, 22, 

In this last text notice carefully 
(and also everywhere else in the 
Scriptures) that the contrasts are not 
heaven and hell, not joy and suffer- 
ing, but life and death—resurrection 
life through Christ, death by Adam. 
Adam. Notice also that the penalty 
paid for Adsm’s sin by The Man 
Christ Jegus is ot an eternal torment 
enalty, nor a purgatorial penalty, 
bat a death penalty. ‘‘Ohrist died for 
our sins, according to the Scriptures,” 
(I, Corinthians xv, 3.) 

We notice again that it was only 
the one man Adan: who was originally 
tried, sinned and was sentenced to 
death; that all its degradation by 
heredity and not by virtue of a death 
sentence; hence it was possible that 
the death of The Man Christ Jesus 
should constitute a full offset to the 
demands of Justice against Vather 
Adam, and would incidentally include 
all of Adam's race.

HISTORICAL PICTURE FILMS 


Reproducing Stirring Scenes.on Can- 
ada’s Early History 


The stirring times which occurred 
between the early I'rench settlers on 
the fsland of Montreal and the warlike 
Troquols who were settled on the is- 
land, were vividly rehearsed at Jolin- 
son's Polst this week by the Britieh 
American Film Company of Canada,

gallant defence of Dollard des Arm- 
eaux and his sixteen heroes retold in 
realistic form at Johnson's Point only 
a short distance from the actual spot 
where this thrilling eplsode took place 
in 1660. The hundreds of real In- 
dians, relies of the Iroquots tribe were 
present in ffl] warpaint armed with 
ancient weapons of various kinds, par- 
ticularly the arrows, some poisoned, 
The announcement of the approach of 
the Indians in she thousands was 
quietly taken up by Dollard who ask- 
ed for volunteers to set forth on their 
death journey to imiercede the at- 
tacking tribe, and repulsing them un: 
til each one of them was dead, Six- 
teen volunteered and the signing of 
the register was a pathetic scene be- 
fore the little church at Montreal, de- 
monstrating that they were ready to 
sacrifice their ‘ives to save the vil 
lage. Thus they set out and twenty 
miles from Montreal erected a stock: 
ade, awaiting the coming of the In- 
dians. They were joined by forty 
three Algonquins who were a friendly 
tribe to the Frenchmen and together 
they defended the stockade to the 
death. The approach of the Indians 
was realistic and made spectators feel 
creepy but were happy to know that 
it was a civilised country. The ,war- 
cry of the attackers sounded and re- 
sounded like a death knell on the lit- 
te defending band. “Once, nay, twice 
were the Indians gallantly repulsed 
with little loss to the defenders, but 
the friendly Indians lost courage and 
deserted thelr comrades and joined 
the attacking force. Flaming arrows 
and spears and poisoned arrows were 
flying in many. directions towards the 
stockade and {ft was a real wonder 
how everybody escaped injury in such 
a realistic performance. The last 
stand was great but disastrous to the 
heroes. The defenders prepared a 
gun for discharging on the attackers 
and it was rammed tight with powder. 
When hoisting it to the top of the 
stockade it fell back and exploded 
with terrific force killing most of the 
little band. In the meantime the 
stockade caught fire and it was a most 
thrilling sight. The burning of the 
stockade, the falling of the gate, and 
the great onrush of hundreds of In- 
dians to finish those surviving was a 
repetition almost lifolike to what act- 
ually occurred, and the scalping was 
a completion of a scene which was 
heartrending, but fine from a stage 
point of view. The Indians danced 
round in great jubilation at the des- 
truction of the French. But this 
is only one of the stirring incidents 
that will be depicted for the moving 
picture patrons by this company. The 
pictures will be unloaded very shorily 
and theatre goers will have an oppor- 
tunity of realising to the full the de- 
fence of the early settlers of Canada 
and the stand they made against the 
bloodthirsty Indians.
